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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): The brief filed on 1 7 July 2007 failed to meet the 
requirements under 37CFR 41.37(c)(1)(v). MPEP 1205.02 clearly states "While reference to page and line number of the specification 
**>requires< somewhat more detail than simply summarizing the invention, it is considered important toenable the Board to more quickly 
determine where the claimed subject matter is described in the application. The Summary of Claimed Subject Matter does not specificly 
disclose the breakdown of limitation by limitation for each limitation for each claim is in the specification by its page number and line 
number. Instead, the brief discloses the page number and line numbers of all of the limitations as a whole for each claim from the 
specification, and does not break down the disclosure of limitation by limitation of where each limitation is in the specification by page 
number and line number; thus being considered as summarizing the invention. The brief does not enable the Board to quickly determine 
the claimed subject matter in the specification of each limitation in the claims since the Board has to look through a number of pages in 
order to find the limitations; therefore, fails to meet the limitations of 37 CFR 41 .37(c)(1)(v) .
